( the Printing whereof ; and 
Muſick, has been my chiefeſt Em- 
loyment) I have obſerv'd two things many 
imes the cauſe why Books of this nature appear 
abroad not ſo correct as they ſhould be; either , 
1. Becauſe they are too much haſtened from the 
rets, and not time cnough allowed for the 
trick and deliberate examination of them; 
hich in all Books ought to be done, eſpecially 
n theſe, for as much as one* falte Figure in a 
athematical Book , may prove a greater fault 
an a whole word miſtaken in Books of another 
ind. Or, 2. Becauſe Perſons take Tables 
pon truſt without trying them, and with them 
anſcribe their Errors, if not ipcreaſe them. 
oth theſe I have carefully avoided, fo that I 
we reaſon to believe ( and think I may fay ig 
thout vanity ) there never was Tables more 
atly Printed than in this Book , eſpecially 
ole for Money and Aunuities , for not truſtin 

my firſt Calcultiun of them, Ine Calcufated

by whole Rules I Calculated the Moveable Feaſts 
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every Table when it was in Print by the firſt 
Printed Sheet, and when l had to done, I ſtrialy 
compard- it with my firſt Calculation , ' from

The Perpetual Almanack was the ingenious 


Invention of that great Tmprover of Art, and 
Encourager of Artiſts, Sir Samuel Morlaad , 


and Terms, &c. To which I have added ſeveral 
uſeful Tables, being partly Colle&ed , but 
examined, ( and clear'd from the faults con- 
tracted by often Printing ) before inſerted. 


The Table for the ready Caſting up of Money 
is generally uſeful , eſpecially to all manner of 
Tradeſmen, it being applicable to any thing 
that concerns Buying, Selling , or Retailing 
of Commodities, for by it may net only be 
known , At a certain Price the Pound, Yard, 
Ell, &c. what any Number of Pounds, Yards, 
Ells, cc. at the lame Price amounts unto ; but 
«iſo, Any Quantity of Pounds, Yards, cc. being 
hought by Whole-ſale, what they coſt by the 
Pound, Yard,C&c. andat what Rate they may bg 
Retailed to gain ſuch profit, as the Buyer pro 
pos'd to himſclf in laying out his Moncy. As fot 
Fxample, A Perſow Buyecs 890 Ponds of S114 
for 10l. and deſires to Retail it ſo a5 to gaie 5 
what does it Coſt him per Pound, and at what Rat 
mt he ſell it per Pound to make the aforeſaid f ro 
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ef it? Seek in the Table *till you find 10 /, 
againit 800, which you will find in Page 53, at 
the top whereof you have Three-Pence , and fo 
much did it coſt him per Pound. Then to find 
how.he muſt ſell it to gain 5/. add the Profit 
defired to the Price paid, which together make 


\ 15/. and ſeek for that ( as before) againſt 800, 
y which you will find in Page 59,at the top where- 
a of 1s Four-pence Half- peny, and for 1o much 


muſt he fell each Pound to gain 5 /. Many more 
ut'F arc the Uſes of this Table, of which to give a 
particular Account would require a diſtin@& 
Trcatile. 


"JY The other Tables, though very true, and 
uſeful in their kind, are not fo general, and, 
therefore the Examples given of them in the 
Book may {uffice for their Explanation. 


In theſe Tables you may often have occaſion 
to add together Decimal Fraftions, for which 
take the following Directions. 


Addition of Decimals is the ſame with Addi- 
tion of Whole Numbers, always oblerving to 
W place them one under another in their proper 
places. Decimals are caſt up by Tens, be the 
Integer a Pound, Shilling, Peny, Farthing , 
or any thing elſe , and are diſtinguiſhed from 
whole Numbers by a Point placed before each

The Uſe of the Three foregoing Tables. 


I» He firſt ſhews the Dominical Letter, from the 
firſt year of our Lord to the year 3459, (and 
may eaſily be continued for ever.) 

Example. The Dominical Letters for any years under 
109 are expreſſed in the firſt Column of Letters, again(t 
the particular Numbers in the Margin , as the Dominical 
Letters for 25, 56, and $4, are DC; for 1, 29, 57, and 
85, the'Letter is B; for 2, 30, 53, anq1 $6, itis A, (5c. 
But for all even Hundreis or Thouſands(whichare alvw ays 
Leap-years ) the Dommical Letters are let above them at 
the top of their reſpective Columns, as for the years 
_ 1400, 2100, 2800, the Dominical Letters are DC; 
Or 190, 399, 1500; 2200, 2909, ED, Wc. Ani for 
any other Number. the Rule is for ever this, Where 
the Marginal Number (equal to the Fraction or part of 
an Hundred ſought ) meets with the Column where the 
Number of Hundre:s or Thouſan.ls ( which is the other 
part of the Number fought) 1s expreit , the Letter or 
Letters there placed is the Dominicul Letter or Letters 
for that year ; as ſuppoſe the Dominical Letter for the year 
1579 be demanded, under 1609 an !againit gg Itnd F, 
which1is the Dommtcal Letter for that year ; or it it were 
for the year 1685, unter 1600 and againit 8&0 I find DC, 
which are the Pomiaical Lett: rs for that year , the tuſt of 
them D, being uſe1 only *till St. Matthizs Eve, and the 
other C, to tte years enil., An! after this manner you 
may readily tinl the Dommical Letter for any year pait, 
preſent, or to come, always beginning the Year on tlie
